Subject : Import Policy, 1978-79 Transitional arrangements. 

F. No. 63/37/78 :—Attention is invited to the provisions 
made in Chapter 21 ‘Transitional Arrangements' in the Import 
Policy, 1978-79, published in the Department of Commerce 
Public Notice No. 22-lTC(PN)/7S dated the 3rd April, 1978. 

2. Paragraph 207 in the said Chapter 21 has withdrawn the 
facilities available to Actual Uners under paragraph 88 of the 
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Import Trade Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedure 
1977-78 and para 73 of Volume I of the Import Policy for 
April 77-March 78. On a review of the position, it has been 
decided that, so far as the facility available under para 73 above 
is concerned, the benefit would continue upto 5% of the value 
of the licence as against the earlier J0%—subject nonetheless to 
the same conditions and restrictions, as were applicable in terms 
of the said para 73. Imports may, howevci, be allowed to the 
extent covered by firm commitments above 5% but upto 10% 
made by irrevocable letters of credit opened on or before 3rd 
April, 1978. The provisions made hereafter in this public notice, 
with regard to the relaxation of the conditions regading irrevo¬ 
cable letters of credit will also apply in these cases. 

3. Paragraphs 207, 2QH, 209 and 210 of the said Chapter 21 
exempt from the operation of the restrictions contained in the 
said paragraphs, such firm commitments as had been made 
by irrevocable letters of credit opened on or before 3rd April, 
1978. On a review of the position, it has been decided to make 
the following relaxations in this regard and to accept other 
firm commitments made on or before 3rd April, 197JL in cases 
of the following types against licences held by Actual Users 
(Industrial) :— 

0) Imports may be permitted against A.U. ol REP licences 
held by such Actual Users to honour firm commitments 
entered into with their established sourcefs) of supply 
for the item(s) concerned. Such sources should be 
those from whom imports had been made by the Actual 
User concerned in the earlier periods; 

(ii) Where part supplies had been received pnoi to 3rd 
April, 1978, further supplies against the same contract 
may also be allowed; 

(iii) Where deferred payment arrangements ha\e been got 
approved under the Foreign Exchange Regulations 
Act, firm commitments against them may also be hono¬ 
ured; 

(iv) Cases of the types refened to in the exemption provisi¬ 
ons Nos. (i), (iii) and (iv) of para 201 of the said Chap¬ 
ter 21. 

4. In the case of other REP licences i.e. those not held by the 
Actual Users (Industrial), and covered by paragraph 209 of 
the said Chapter 21, the same relaxation, as provided lor Actual 
Users (Industrial), in the' preceding paragraph may be extended, 
provided the items for import are specifically those which the 
particular licence-holder had been importing fiom the same 
“established” source(s) in the earlier periods. 

5. There may be cases where instructions had been given on 
or before 3rd April, 1978 by the licence-holder to his Bank to 
open irrevocable Letter of Credit in favour of the overse as 
supplier, but, because of the banking procedures involved, the 
concerned Letter of Credit could, not, in fact, be opened by 
that date. In all such cases, firm commitments may bo honoured, 
provided (i) the irrevocable letter of credit was, in fact, opened 
on or before the 10th April, 1978 and (ii) the concerned Scheduled 
Bank of the licence-holder furnishes a clear certificate to the 
effect that it had indeed received the connected instructions 
from the licence-holder by 3rd April, 1978, but that the banking 
procedures only resulted in the irrevocable letter of credit being 
opened by the 10th April, 1978, by the concerned authorised 
dealer in foreign exchange.
